tions in Hong Kong which exist mainly in the,cause of charity. They 
can help by’ providing temporary quarters, in addition to finding work 
for the many unemployed, but perhaps the best way to give relief is to

It is disastrous 
to be behind the times, but it is equally disastrous to be even & 
little too fur ahead of them, Chamberlain’ wag never behind the 
times, but during the first half of his career he was victoriously 
fighting against a deadweight of Whiggery that was blind to the 
implications of the industrial revolution, with its call for the 
State to initiate new forms of government that had not been 
needed in the era when Grent Britain was still a feudal und 
agricultural community. His father bought him a share in the 
manufacturing buginess of Nettlefolds in Birmingham, and he 13 shots. 
acquired the right to use a new invention for making screws by! 
machinery instead of by the old method of handwork. He was 
the precursor in that line of business of Henry Ford and‘ the 
American system of mass production. Nothing would satisfy 
him but a worldwide demand for his screws, and at 38 he was 
gatisfied to-retire and devote himself to public work. He was 
a good employer, and even as a young man“gave his leisure to 
securing first for his own men and then for Birmingham 
generally decent housing and sanitation and education. He was 
in all this just the right distance ahead of his time. His munici- 
pal reforms have been imitated all over the world, but for want 
of his marvellous vigour and leadership most of the world has 
not yet caught up to his standard. How he would have enjoyed 
himself on our Urban Council!

yachtsmen, — Tven in peneetime 
it happens sometimes — that 
through not noticing ~warning 
signals a boat comes under fire 
from a ship practising at a tar: 
xet. The coolness with which 
such an adventure is taken is a 
splendid example of the differ- 
ence between a hit and a miss.

ITALIANS TO EVACUATE

How does one explain the dual- 
Ity seen In the Chinese country— 
the opposition of manners of the 
nobles and peasants?

In- the town 
family as in the princely house 
the first-born 1s given ao power 
which he acquires and transmits 
by heredity: the village. favours 
only age: it delegates os the pre- 
sident of individual groups the 
oldest of {ts members. The noble 
family, in which each (mem- 
ber hos his rank, fs a 
patriarchal group. The peasant 
family is o homogeneous group 
which forms a couple with another 
group—a couple whose parts can- 
mot be isolated but by abstraction. 
The individual ts not very import- 
ant, but rather the categories de- 
termined by sex, the generation 
and the exogamic rule. 

The peasant house {s a thing 
feminine, in that the practice of 
exogamy, holding the coupled 
groups solidly, is a rule which 
seems to favour women. The hus-

FTER an opening forcing bid 

of Two of a suit the inquiry 
mndo by the Asking bid is not 
nenrly so comprehensive for the 
simple reason that very great 
strength has been shown, and 
thorefore the responder cannot be 
expected to have much fn the way 
of Accs. 

But it is not right to say that 
the question is merely, “Have you 
got second round “control of the 
Asked sult?” : ; 

The full inquiry really fa: 

(1) Have you the Ace of the 
Asked suit?) Falling this; | 

(2) Have ‘you second round con- 
trol of the Asked sult plus an 
outside Ace? Failing either (1) 
or (2); 

(3) Have you second round |? 
control of ‘the Asked suit and no 
Ace? 

The response should be: 

Holding (1), raise the suit. . 

Holding: (2), bid the outside 
Ace. 

Holding (3), bid No-Trumps. 

Holding neithor first nor second 
round control of the Asked sult, 
sign off by bidding the trump 
suit. : 

Not that with (1) or (2) the 
reaponse to an Asking bid is the 
some aa after an opening bid of 
One of a sult; It is only when 
the responder holds nothing but 
second round control of the Asked 
suit that he replies by bidding No- 
Trumps. This response might 
be sufficient for a little slam, or & 
positive response to (1) or (2) 
might suffice for: a grand slam 
bid. 

You will remember that after 
nan opening bid of One of a suit, 
responder cannot show he has 
second round control of the Asked 
suit, to a first Asking bid, ‘unless 
he has an Ace. He signs off. 

Setting The Trump Suit 

When the trump suit has not 
been agreed upon with a raise by 
partner, the trump suit is im- 
plied and set by. . an ‘unnecessary 
jump bid in a new suit’ where a 
simple overcall would still be 
a forcing bid. Thia jump bid is 
an Asking bid, and it sets the pre- 
vious partnership suit bid as the 
trump sult. This ia similar to 
the setting of the trump suit de- 
seribed under (d) in the Sunday 
Herald after an opening bid of One.

In these. examples the. _xeanon- 
der, North, has not. implied his 
agreement with the trump sult in 
nny way, therefore, if he had sec- 
ond round control of the .

This is quite an obvious and neces- 
ary precaution, becauso control 
could only be held by ruffing, and 
opponents might lead trumps. 


An Opening Bid of Threo

matically sets the ‘bid suit’ as 
trumps.

any bid by the opening bidder in 
a new suit fs an Asking bid.
